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HISTORY  OF  M.  F.  C 


“Where  there  is  no  vision  the  people  perish.” — Prov.  29-18. 

The  real  history  of  the  Mansfield  Female  College  begins  with  the  appointment  of 
Dr.  H.  C.  Thweatt  to  the  Presidency  in  1855. 

Prior  to  this  Dr.  Thweatt,  who  was  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  had 
established  a  college  in  Mississippi  and  was  an  influential  preacher  in  that  state. 

In  1854  when  this  fertile  section  of  country  was  attracting  the  attention  of  emigrants 
from  the  older  states.  Dr.  Thweatt  saw  the  need  of  an  institution  of  high  grade  at  some 
point  west  of  the  Mississippi  River.  He  then  came  to  Caddo  Parish,  and  there  met  Wm  E. 
Doty,  a  liberal  and  enthusiastic  temperament  and  possessed  of  much  wealth  and  influence. 
The  two  were  kindred  souls. 

They  set  out  on  a  prospecting  tour  for  the  location  of  a  Woman’s  College.  When  they 
reached  Mansfield,  DeSoto  Parish,  they  realized  they  had  found  the  proper  place.  They 
selected  the  site  where  the  college  now  stands,  an  elevated  plateau  forming  the  watershed 
between  the  Red  River  and  the  Sabine  River,  a  location  free  from  malaria,  with  a  dry 
sandy  soil,  and  a  rich  agricultural  country  on  all  sides. 

Dr.  Thweatt  resolved  to  build  a  college  here  with  ample  facilities  for  the  education 
of  the  daughters  of  the  land.  His  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  founding  of  this  Institution 
were  met  with  liberal  contributions  on  the  part  of  the  citizens  of  Mansfield  and  surrounding 
country.  The  foundation  stones  were  laid  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1854.  An  interesting 
account  of  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone  of  the  brick  building  was  written  by  the  late 
Mrs.  Sarah  J.  Bannerman,  then  Sallie  Moss,  and  a  student  in  the  lower  grades. 

“The  President,  faculty  and  students  assembled  in  the  Academy  and  greatly  to  my 
joy  we  were  without  distinction  commanded  to  fall  in  line  in  pairs  ready  for  the  procession. 
A  number  of  Masons  with  their  aprons  and  other  insignia  soon  made  their  appearance 
followed  by  a  large  and  promiscous  crowd.  After  parading  all  around  the  campus  to  our 
hearts  content  that  warm  June  day,  we  had  no  music — not  even  a  fife  and  a  drum  to  ani¬ 
mate  us — the  Masons  stopped  at  the  northwest  corner  and  with  the  customary  ceremonies, 
the  corner  stone  was  laid-  It  was  made  of  two  grind  stones  shaped  as  a  receptacle  and 
fastened  together.  Among  the  things  deposited  in  it  were  wine,  corn,  oil,  newspapers,  kid 
gloves  and  coins  of  different  denominations.” 

Dr.  Thweatt  said,  “In  the  enlightened  wisdom  and  by  the  liberality  of  the  citizens  of 
Mansfield  this  Institution  was  projected,”  by  their  magnanimity,  generosity  and  public  spirit 
these  grounds  and  this  college  were  presented  to  and  placed  under  the  control  of  the 
Louisiana  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  South,  in  January,  1855,  with 
Dr.  H.  C.  Thweatt  as  president. 

The  college  was  legally  incorporated  on  March  9,  1855,  by  Act  88.  This  Act  was 
signed  by  Hon.  P.  O.  Hebert,  Governor  of  Louisiana,  at  that  time.  The  original  incor¬ 
porators  of  the  Institution  were:

These  twenty-four  public  spirited  citizens  of  Mansfield  and  surrounding  country, 
were  men  of  high  character,  intelligence  and  social  standing.  To  these  gentlemen  for 


their  exertions  in  connection  with,  and  in  behalf  of  the  college,  and  the  eonduct  of  its 
affairs  in  its  early  history  this  Institution,  this  eommunity,  and  the  cause  of  education 
owe  a  lasting  debt  of  gratitude. 

For  the  first  several  years  after  its  founding  the  college  enjoyed  a  large  share  of 
public  patronage  and  was  attended  by  many  of  the  fair  daughters  of  the  wealthy  planters 
of  the  surrounding  country.  In  spite  of  these  facts,  however,  owing  to  the  immense  cost 
of  providing  adequate  equipment  for  a  first  class  college  it  beeame  insolvent.  It  was  at 
this  time  that  Dr.  Thweatt’s  health  failed  and  he  retired  from  the  Presideney.  Later  he 
died  and  was  buried  on  the  campus,  in  accordance  with  his  request,  so  that  the  eollege 
girls  of  the  future  years  might  play  over  his  grave. 

Rev.  C.  B.  Stuart,  D.  D.,  a  graduate  of  Randolph  Macon  College,  Virginia,  suc¬ 
ceeded  Dr.  Thweatt. 

In  the  fall  of  1860  the  eollege  and  grounds  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  sheriff  of 
DeSoto  Parish  and  were  sold  for  debts  to  Mr.  Lewis  Phillips.  Mr.  Phillips  was  one  of 
the  original  incorporators,  he  had  always  been  in  full  aecord  and  sympathy  with  its 
objects  and  purposes  of  usefulness  and  when  the  shadows  of  finaneial  gloom  and  disaster 
gathered  thiek  about  he  no  doubt  purchased  it  in  order  to  hold  it  for  some  more  favor¬ 
able  time  when  it  might  again  be  reconsecrated  to  the  noble  purpose  of  woman’s  education. 

It  was  at  this  time  that  dark  war  elouds  hung  over  our  beautiful  southland,  and 
upon  the  outbreak  of  “the  war  between  the  states”  the  doors  of  the  eollege  were  closed 
for  two  years. 

The  campus  was  a  tented  field  and  the  halls  of  the  building  resounded  to  tha 
tramp  of  heavily  armed  men.  On  April  the  8th,  after  the  bloody  battle  of  Mansfield,  the 
wounded  and  dying  soldiers  were  brought  here  and  eared  for  and  tenderly  nursed  by  the 
noble  women  of  Mansfield,  making  it  a  veritable  hospital. 

In  1864,  when  the  war  was  drawing  to  a  close.  Bishop  Keener  of  the  Methodist 
Conference,  through  untiring  efforts,  raised  six  hundred  dollars  and  bought  the  eollege 
property  from  Mr.  Phillips.  By  this  purehase  the  college  became  the  complete,  exclusive 
and  unembarrassed  property  of  the  Conference. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  the  doors  of  the  college  were  again  opened  for  the  ad¬ 
mission  of  students  in  September,  1865.  Since  that  time  it  has  been  in  suecessful  and 
uninterrupted  operation. 

Prof.  Stuart,  ably  assisted  by  his  wife,  piloted  it  safely  through  post-war  conditions 
and  held  the  presidency  until  1874.  He  was  sueceeded  by  Rev.  Thomas  Armstrong. 

Sinee  then  it  has  been  under  the  following  Presidents,  each  of  whom  did  his  share 
in  building  up  the  Institution  to  its  present  standard:

The  eollege  has  safely  passed  through  all  of  its  disasters  and  vieissitudes  and  is 
resting  upon  a  safe  and  solid  foundation.  In  the  language  of  its  founder  and  first  Presi¬ 
dent,  “we  trust  it  will  continue  to  be  the  fixed  and  settled  purpose  of  the  Conference 
and  all  concerned  in  its  advaneement,  to  do  all  that  ean  be  done  to  plaee  this  beautiful  tem¬ 
ple  of  learning  upon  foundations  that  will  remain  firm  and  unshaken  so  that  generations 
yet  to  eome  may  be  benefited  by  its  light  and  influence  and  with  deep  and  joyous  emo¬ 
tions  of  gratitude  rise  up  and  call  its  founders  blessed.”

History  of  the  Class  of  ’27

Once  upon  a  time,  as  all  good  stories  should  begin,  two  little  girls  started 
off  to  school.  Their  names  were  Maxine  Goss  and  Virginia  DuBois.  These 
little  girls  went  to  Mansfield  College  and  were  assigned  to  Miss  Hoffman’s 
room.  They  spent  several  years  in  Miss  Hoffman’s  room  and  were  then  pro¬ 
moted  to  a  higher  grade.

non,  Coryce  Miller,  Allie  Moore,  Lillie  Mae  Platt,  Hazel  Smith,  Bettie  Lynn 
Smii.h,  Thelma  Moss,  Velva  Salter,  and  Mrs.  H.  Howell  came  from  points  all 
over  the  State.  Mary  Matthews  joined  the  class  and  two  of  the  class  of  ’25  of 
M.  H.  S.  decided  to  attend  M.  F.  C.,  Francis  Flanders  and  Minnie  Law. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Junior  year  Miss  Pearl  Hamill,  who  was  the  class 
teacher  the  preceding  year,  again  became  our  class  teacher.  She  has  won  the 
love  and  gratitude  of  every  member  of  the  class,  by  her  loyal  and  unceasing 
devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  class,  and  to  the  girls  who  compose  it. 

During  the  first  part  of  our  Junior  year,  we  were  called  upon  to  bear 
a  great  sorrow;  one  of  the  best-loved  members  of  our  class,  Annie  Mae 
Graves,  was  lost  to  us  by  death.  I  am  sure  that  there  is  not  a  single  member 
of  our  class  who  will  ever  forget  the  sweet  smiling  face  of  Annie  Mae. 

The  high  spot  in  our  Junior  year  was  the  operetta,  “Polished  Pebbles,”  in 
which  every  member  of  the  class  took  part.  Then  I  am  sure  that  the  reception 
stands  out  clearly  in  the  minds  of  most  of  the  girls — one  beautiful  night  on 
which  the  whole  College  looked  like  a  flower  garden. 

At  the  beginning  of  our  Senior  year  three  new  members  joined  the  class: 
Era  Kallenbaugh,  Lillian  Massey  and  Mrs.  M.  L.  Bickham.  Although  they 
were  with  us  but  a  short  time,  we  prize  them  highly. 


Life  during  our  Senior  year  flowed  smoothly  along,  with  few  interrup¬ 
tions.  We  enjoyed  the  Senior  parties  and,  of  course,  we  appreciated  the  fact 
that  we  were  dignified  Seniors. 

As  all  good  stories  must  somewhere  end,  so  on  May  31,  1927,  we  received 
our  diplomas  and  said  farewell  to  Mansfield  Female  College.  The  two  little 
girls  with  thirty-five  others  had  reached  the  end  of  their  path.  The  halls  of 
dear  old  Mansfield  will  see  us  no  more.  They  will  be  separated  forever. 
Some  will  go  on  to  other  institutions  of  learning,  or  settle  down  to  married 
life.  But  in  whatever  walk  of  life  we  may  find  ourselves,  our  thoughts  will  al¬ 
ways  return  fondly  to  M.  F.  C.  and  as  we  grow  older  we  will  appreciate  more 
each  year  the  influence  and  love  of  our  teachers  and  the  ideals  they  represent¬ 
ed  and  tried  to  instill  in  us.  Nothing  can  ever  take  the  place  of  college  in  our 
lives.  The  fine  fellowship,  loyalty,  and  spirit  will  be  a  sweet  memory  of 
Mansfield  College  all  of  my  life.

Her  last  name  is  Smith — you  know  the 
one  I  was  so  crazy  about,  at  least  that’s  what  you  said  the  week-end  you  spent 
with  me.  How  I  wish  I  was  back  at  old  M.  F.  C.  and  could  be  with  some  of 
those  dear  friends  again.  So  much  has  happened  since  1927,  but  seems  as  if 
a  strong  tie  still  holds  our  class  together  and  real  often  I  see  an  old  class-mate 
and  how  we  do  talk  when  we  get  together.  In  fact,  Maxine  and  Agnes  are 
here  in  New  York  studying  voice  and  how  I  do  wish  you  could  hear  them,  they 
appear  in  concert  together  with  Katie  Perry  as  their  accompanist,  so,  of  course, 
there  is  no  one  that  enjoys  their  programs  more  than  I.  Virginia  Dubois  and 
Louise  Nabors  were  with  us  also,  but  they  are  both  abroad  now  studying  in 
some  branch  of  fine  arts,  but  we  are  looking  forward  to  their  return  soon.  I 
was  down  at  the  wharf  the  other  day  watching  the  last  of  the  great  warships 
being  burned  and  just  happened  to  see  Lorene  and  Lula.  You  remember  we 
use  to  call  them  “Cotton  Valley  Runts” — well,  those  boys  they  married  make 
up  for  their  brevity  in  height  and  I  guess  their  bank  accounts  must  be  a  bit 
long  also,  as  both  couples  were  going  to  sunny  Italy  on  their  honeymoon. 
They  told  me  they  stayed  with  Estelle  in  Chicago,  who  is  also  married  and 
lives  right  next  door  to  a  boarding  house  for  young  girls,  of  which  Olive  La- 
hey,  Lillian  Massey,  Allie  Moore  and  Coryce  Miller  are  the  proprietors.  I 
asked  what  became  of  that  tall  nice  looking  young  man  that  used  to  “make” 
everything  up  at  the  College  while  Coryce  was  there  and  they  told  me  he  was 
one  of  the  first  to  be  killed  in  the  war  with  China.  That  makes  me  think.  Did 
you  know  Virginia  Ferree  was  one  of  the  head  doctors  on  the  first  hospital 
ship  that  went  across  last  year?  Her  corps  of  nurses  was  known  throughout 
the  Red  Cross  for  their  service  and  I  know  they  must  have  been  wonderful, 
as  they  are  all  old  Mansfield  College  girls.  These  are  the  ones — Velva  Salter, 
Ruth  McKinnon,  Inez  Morris  and.  Hazel  Smith. 

I’m  so  glad  that  skirmish  is  over  between  us  and  China  because  I  just  hate 
war.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sparks  were  so  anxious  about  Kathryn.  You  know  she 
was  among  that  first  group  of  Missionaries  that  was  attacked,  but  she  re¬ 
turned  home  all  right  and  is  going  back  next  month  with  what  might  be  called 
much  needed  re-enforcements  in  the  form  of  Thelma  Moss,  lone  Hebert  and 
Mary  Matthews.  Before  I  leave  the  war  I  must  mention  Lillie  Mae  and  Leella, 
They  were  right  here  in  New  York  giving  informal  programs  in  the  Y.  W.  C. 
A.  building  for  those  poor  lonesome  boys  before  they  crossed.  It  is  said  that 


they  made  many  a  heavy  heart  lighter  with  their  songs  and  readings.  With 
Lillie  Mae  at  the  piano  no  one  can  keep  from  feeling  good.  Did  you  know 
she  was  Gene  Austin’s  accompanist  now? 

Bettie  Lynn  just  phoned  that  she  had  company  from  dear  old  Louisiana — 
Mildred  Gandy  and  Lillian  Greer  and  they  would  be  over  early  tomorrow 
night  to  see  me.  You  see  Bettie  Lynn  works  in  the  day  time  over  at  the  Amer¬ 
ican  hospital.  She  said  “Mil”  and  “Lil”  were  on  their  way  to  France  to 
learn  how  to  “parlez  vous  Francais”  better;  and  that  Minnie  and  Francis  came 
as  far  as  Chicago  with  them  to  take  up  their  positions  as  social  editors  on  the 
Chicago  Leader.  Isn’t  that  great?  Do  you  ever  read  the  editorials  in  the 
New  York  Times?  They  are  even  better  than  Arthur  Brisbane’s  used  to  be. 
Daisy  and  Dolly  write  them — that  brings  back  fond  memories  of  the  old  Col¬ 
legian,  doesn’t  it? 

Had  the  sweetest  letter  from  Miss  Hamill  today.  She  is  Dean  of  Women  at 
M.  S.  C.  W.  now  and  wants  me  to  send  one  of  our  little  Japanese  girls  down 
there  so  that  their  girls  might  know  them  better.  You  know  that’s  the  kind  of 
work  I  do — try  to  promote  the  National  Y.  W.  along  the  line  of  world  fellow¬ 
ship.  Think  I  will  takeWuano  myself  next  week  and  come  back  by  home  and 
go  up  to  the  College  before  returning.  I  know  it  will  all  be  so  different.  I 
often  wonder  how  it  looks  to  see  Era  in  Miss  North’s  room  as  Dean.  You  know 
she  used  to  be  scared  to  even  go  in  Miss  North’s  door.  Guess  she  is  about 
ready  to  settle  down  after  all  that  notoriety  gained  by  receiving  mysterious 
letters  signed  R.  B.  I  expect  she  and  Isabelle  have  grand  times  talking  over 
the  old  days.  Isabelle  teaches  expression  there  now  and  has  been  for  the  past 
two  years.  You  know  when  she  gave  her  graduating  recital  in  ’27  she  made  a 
reputation  that  will  last  her  forever  in  the  College.  Hazel  Best  and  Alice 
Ruth  also  teach  in  the  new  Domestic  Science  Department  of  the  College,  and 
Mrs.  Howell  is  striving  hard  to  take  Mother  Sharpes’  place. 

I  just  stopped  and  read  all  I’ve  written  and  I  find  I  have  told  you  some¬ 
thing  about  almost  every  member  of  our  old  class,  so  will  just  finish  up  the 
list.

Mansfield  College  has  the  hest  Y.  W.  C.  A.  organization  this  year  of  any 
in  its  history.  Mansfield  College  belongs  to  the  National  Y.  W.  C.  A.  organ¬ 
ization  and  contributes  money  as  well  as  service  to  carry  on  the  good  work 
that  the  Y.  W.  is  doing. 

We  will  consider  our  “Y”  from  three  points  of  view:  The  religious, 
social,  and  the  business  sides  of  our  organization.  Watch  services  are  con¬ 
ducted  each  morning  by  the  teachers  and  students  of  the  college.  How  splen¬ 
did  are  these  services  and  what  a  privilege — to  begin  each  day  with  a  service 
of  worship.  The  Vesper  services  are  also  very  inspiring.  These  services  are 
held  in  the  dining  hall  each  evening  just  after  the  evening  meal.  The  Y.  W. 
also  provides  for  prayer  meeting  each  Wednesday  evening.  Most  all  the  girls 
take  an  active  part  in  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  The  cabinet  realizes  that  all  the  teach¬ 
ers  and  girls  are  interested  in  parties  and  we  do  all  we  can  to  provide  for 
this.  The  Y.  W.  hut  has  been  furnished  so  that  the  girls  feel  at  home  and 
often  go  out  there  to  read,  visit  and  have  a  general  good  time.  Each  organiza¬ 
tion  has  a  business  side  and  so  does  our  Y.  W.  The  cabinet  meets  each  Thurs¬ 
day  night  for  business  purposes.  The  organization  supports  an  orphan  at  the 
Ruston  Orphanage,  and  much  joy  is  found  through  this  service.  We  now 
have  a  “Y  Shop”  where  the  girls  may  buy  almost  everything  that  a  College 
girls  wants  in  the  line  of  “eats.”  However,  we  do  not  run  this  shop  for  bus¬ 
iness  gain  but  for  the  benefit  of  our  students  wholly.

JUNIORS  AND  SENIORS  ENJOY  NEW  PRIVILEGES 

Special  to  the  Mansfield  Collegian,  December  16,  1926. — For  several 
years  it  has  been  the  “suppressed  desire”  of  the  faculty  and  students  of  the 
College  Department  to  establish  student  government  in  Mansfield  College; 
but,  as  is  usually  the  case  with  such  moves,  disappointment  and  apparent  im¬ 
possibility  impeded  progress  until  all  hope  of  the  realization  of  this  dream 
seemed  to  have  vanished.  Still  in  the  hearts  of  a  few  there  burned  a  minute 
ember  of  determination,  which,  when  fed  by  a  small  portion  of  sympathy 
and  understanding,  burst  into  a  flame  consuming  all  obstacles.  So,  in  the 
dim  and  far  distant  future  when  Time  has  turned  these  pages  yellow,  when 
our  footsteps  have  ceased  to  echo  in  these  venerable  old  halls,  those  who 
follow  us  will  find  among  the  other  historical  treasures  of  our  Alma  Mater 
a  document  entitled  the  “Constitution  of  the  Student  Government  of  Mans¬ 
field  College”  dated  December  16,  1926. 

In  1776  Franklin,  Jefferson,  and  Adams  were  the  outstanding  figures 
in  the  Thirteen  Original  Colonies.  One  hundred  and  fifty  years  later  Norma 
Dowling,  Catherine  Pace,  and  Onee  Woodward  become  the  Franklin,  Jeffer¬ 
son  and  Adams  of  our  student  activities.  With  ceaseless  and  untiring  efforts 
they  have  written  a  constitution  on  the  pages  of  our  individual  history  that 
will  never  be  forgotten. 


Already  success  is  written  on  those  pages  of  the  History  of  Mansfield 
College  that  tell  of  the  Student  Government  Organization,  and  the  students 
deem  it  an  honor  to  be  the  first  student  body  of  M.  F.  C.  to  “put  over”  stu¬ 


dent  government.
